Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 65,69,76,77,79-81 and 83 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior art of 
record, Zandi neither discloses nor fairly suggests generating first and second non-zero net 
present value bids using predefined discount rate structures and information comprising a series 
of payments by buyers over a plurality of contract term segments. There was no evidence in the 
prior art showing or suggesting this calculation of bid values for comparison. This feature is 
recited in all claims allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
